H e is thoroughly familiar w ith 
the original plans of S te w a rt & 
Co., w ho bought the property of 
the heirs of Jud ge M etsk er, and if 
he and Mr. F low er can carry them 
out he feels satisfied v^edalia will 
be greatly benefited.
